AMENDMENT  OF  OIL  GAS  AND  MINERAL  LEASE

WHEREAS,  an  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  effective  on  September  10,  2007,  and 
memorandum  of  which  is  filed  in  the  Official  Public  Records  of  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  as 
document  number  D207379532,  (the  "Lease"),  was  executed  by  and  between  John  F  Oudt 
and  wife  Lesa  B  Oudt  ("Lessor")  in  favor  of  Four  Sevens  Resources  Company,  Ltd. 
("Lessee"),  who  subsequently  conveyed  all  right,  title  and  interest  to  the  Lease  in  an  assignment 
dated  on  July  1,  2007,  to  Chesapeake  Exploration  Limited  Partnership,  whose  successor  in 
interest  is  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.  ("Assignee") 

See  "Exhibit  A"  attached  hereto  for  a  description  of  the  leased  premises 

WHEREAS,  since  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Lease,  it  has  been  discovered  that 
the  pooling  provision  (Paragraph  6)  of  said  Lease  is  inadequate  for  the  benefit  of  both  parties, 
and  thus,  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  desire  to  amend  and  correct  the  pooling  provision  of  the  Lease 
in  order  to  more  effectively  develop  the  Lands  contained  with  the  hereinabove  described  Lease; 


NOW  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  Ten  and  No/100  Dollars  ($10.00)  and 
other  good  and  valuable  consideration,  the  receipt  and  sufficiency  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged  and  confessed,  the  Lessor  and  Lessee  do  hereby  delete  the  provision  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  (120)  acres  in  Paragraph  6  in  its  entirety  and  replace  it  with  the  following: 

Units  pooled  for  oil  shall  not  exceed  forty  (40)  acres,  plus  a  tolerance  of  10%;  and  units 
pooled  for  gas  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  and  forty  (640)  acres,  plus  a  tolerance  of 
10%;  provided  that  a  larger  unit  may  be  formed  for  an  oil  well  or  gas  well  or  horizontal 
completion  to  conform  to  any  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  that  may  be  prescribed  or 
permitted  by  any  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  to  do  so. 


The  Lessor  does  by  these  presents  ratify,  confirm  and  adopt  the  Lease  and  the 
addendum  thereto  as  amended  hereby,  and  do  further  grant,  let,  lease  and  demise  unto  the 
Lessee  all  of  the  land  described  therein,  together  with  all  rights  thereunder,  under  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  the  original  lease,  except  as  herein  amended.
